NEW SQUABBLE 
Solon Tells Why It Costs 
More To Buy In Large Lots 


WASHINGTON, Jan. tR-^ru- 
Ih e man who made postal cards 
cost more when bought in quan 
tlty lots 
than 
when purchased 
singly say s critics don’t under* 
stand the purpose of the plan. 
The reason, say s Rep. Ilagen 
(R Minn), is to keep the gov ern­ 
ment from competing with com­ 
mercial print shops that turn nut 
picture post cards, and throwing 
men out of work. 
Ilagen was sponsor of a law 
that went into effect Jan. I. 
It has come under attack by 
half a Horen congressmen who 
hav e introduced repeal bills. 
Under the new law the price of 
postal cards — the gov ernment 
printed kind sold in postoffices— 
went up from one to two cents lf 
bought in lots qf less than 50. 
Ov er that number there is a IO 


per cent 
surcharge. Th us v on 
can buy 49 cards for two cents 
apiece, but the hill for 50 is § 1.10, 
making the fiftieth card cost 12 
cents. 
The rate for mailing 
a com­ 
mercial post carri—the drug store 
v ariety bearing a picture of a 
beach or a pretty girl—also rose 
to two cents, hut there is no pen­ 
alty for quantity mailing. 
Ilagen maintains that the gov 
ernment is, in effect, "giv ing pa­ 
per away " when it sells a stamp­ 
ed, ready -to-mail card 
for the 
same price it charges for post­ 
age on an open face rhromo of 
Sassafras Lake in the moonlight. 
The result, he maintains, is to 
put the gov ernment into compe­ 
tition with the nation's printing 
shops, and creating unemploy ­ 
ment. 


He said that when the bill was 
drawn in committee, he tried to 
raise the postal card rate to two 
cents, lea v ing post cards at s 
penny . Failing that, he sponsored 
the IO per 
cent surcharge on 
quantity purchases as the nex t 
hest thing. 
*Rop. Rhodes (P P a ), one of 
those who hav e introduced re­ 
pealers, said the practical result 
is "a lot of confusion." 
"It’s ridiculous in the ey es of 
people who want to buy 1,000 or 
5.000 cards to he told they hav e 
to pay more for them 
than if 
they bought them in lots of 49 ." 
he said. 
Rhodes said the situation is not 
much different from a hank de­ 
manding a check for HIO in pay ­ 
ment for a package of IOO one- 
dollar hills.

The rate for mailing

to two rents, hut there is no pen­ 
alty for quantity mailing. 
Ilagen maintains that the gov­

Plan To Provide 
Public : hint in" 
Areas Announced 


Officials of the Ohio Department 
of Natural Resources Friday 
an­ 
nounced a long range plan to pro­ 
vide public hunting areas in t he 
state. 
The announcement was 
made 
by Charles Damhach, 
chief 
of 
Ohio’s conservation departm ent. 
Dambach said his departm ent is 
work ing upon a 
long range pro­ 
gram to acquire and develop com 
bination hunting and fishing areas 
to be opened to the public. 
“ It may tak e IOO y ears,” D am ­ 
bach said, “ but right now we are 
negotiating in two parts of 
t he 
state v here suitable 
l a n d s are 
available. 
“ We hope to find areas with a 
-mudl watershed lak e and hunting 
grounds. The two we are dick ering 
for now have just what we want. 


“ THE DEPARTMENT is mak ing 
a careful study in the program ,” 
Dambach continued. 
“ S i n c e we 
don't want to tak e good land out of 
production for this purpose.” 
The conservation 
chieftain said 
the k ind of land sought is 
t ha t 
which brings in little tax revenue 
and which is poor for farming. 
“ We’ll get 
that 
k ind 
of land 
cheaper and the tax duplicate will 
suffer lit Ie because of it, 
Dam­ 
bach slated. 
Dambach added that some fed­ 
eral aid has been promised for 
(lie purchase of the two 
area* 
being considered now. He would 
not divulge the location ot the 
two areas, however. 
The conservation head continued 
that the land sought in the 
long- 
range program would be open to 
the public and hunting and fishing 
there could bo done there without 
cost other than purchase of state 
hunting or fishing licenses. 
“ If we can provide well-distribut­ 
ed areas lik e these throughout the 
state our wildlife p r o g r a m will 
benefit enormously ,” he said

“ HOWEVER, some counties lik e 
Pick away County , may not

the k ind of land we want because 
of its good farming. We will ak e 
land only where the best conditions 
prevail,”

“ If we can just tak e the edge 
off the number of hunters who

which to hunt,”

Some of the jolts will be real- 
production slowdowns and 
layoffs!

th ’ slack of lagging civilian output.1 
Also there 
may 
he weakening 
wholesale prices, and the jolt of the 
new federal budget next week with 
its threat of a growing deficit, and 
its details as to just 
who 
Presi­ 
dent Trum an thinks should pay $5 
billion more in taxes. 
But against these 
jolts 
in 
the 
weeks just ahead is the expected 
boost to industry and trade from 
increasing defense spending as the 
year progresses. 


CONGRESS HAS voted $130 bil­ 
lion for arm s, and more than $90 
billion of that is yet to be spent, lf 
Congress votes another $50 billion, 
as the

ask

week, that would make more than 
$140 billion available over this year 
and next—to he translated into or­ 
ders for factories, jobs for work­ 
men, spending money for consum­ 
ers.

But let’s look at some of the jolts 
that may lie just ahead: 
I. Annual profit 
statements

corporations will start flowing in a 
week or so. Some will be pleasant

heavy hand of the tax collector. 
The reports may be had for mor­ 
ale. 
2. Retail sales figures probably 
will fall behind last year’s ab­ 
normal scare buying for a few 
more weeks—scare buying didn’t 
end until February.

IN THAT L A R G E and prosperous organ­ 
ization, the Port of New York Authority, 
optimism flemishes, generally with good 
reason, and imagination dreams l a r g e 
dreams, generally with satisfactory re­ 
sults. 


A public agency that has financed public 


works representing a capital investment of 


$400 million, without tax support, has to be 


bold, resourceful—and right. In his annual 


report. Port Authority Chairman Cullman 
allocates millions with practiced ease. The 
record, it must be admitted, justifies him. 
The Port Authority has done many things 
that needed doing and has done them ef­ 
ficiently, economically and to the satisfac­ 
tion of its severest critics, the buyers of 
its bonds. 


Port Authority plans continue to be ex­ 
pansive. They include a third tube for the 
Lincoln Tunnel, to cost at least $85 million; 
a completely new set of tunnels, 
with a 
minimum price tag of $200 million, 
and 
improvements to bridge and 
tunnel 
ap­ 
proach systems, to cost more than $25 mil­ 
lion. Airport requirements for

future run to an estimated $200 million.

In all the excitement over the trivial, lit­ 
tle notice has been taken of the fa ct that 
the Atomic Energy Commission is minus 
a commissioner and that there seems to be 
no anxiety to appoint a successor to Sum ­ 
ner T. Pike, who resigned. Mr. Pike was 
regarded as a Republican -an affiliation 
which is so variously used these days that 
its use is often subject to controversy. 
The commission is supposed to be head­ 
ed bv five commissioners, but now? has only 
four; Gordon Dean, chairman, 
Henry 
D. 
Smyth, scientist, Thomas E. Murray, engi­ 
neer, T. Keith Glennan, scientist. 
This commission possesses vast power 
over all atomic matters, for peace o r f o r 
war. The commissioners are important be­ 
cause all decisions have to be unanimous, 
which, in the 
present 
circumstances, 
is 
very good. 
There is also a joint Congressional com ­ 
mittee to watch what the commission does. 
This committee is presided over by Sen­ 
ator Brien McMahon, who seem s to have 
familiarized himself with the .subject 
be­ 
yond the general capacity of most laymen. 
The top Republican of this committee 
is 
Burke B. Hickenlooper, a very devoted 
Senator who studies deeply. In fact, on the 
Republican and Democratic sides, t h i s 
committee, consisting of Senators and R ep ­ 
resentatives, is e x c e p t i o n a l l y ably 
manned. 
Sumner Pike was on the commission os­ 
tensibly as a businessman; his departure 
leaves that body without such specific rep­ 
resentation, although Thomas E. 
Murray 
has been more experienced and successful 
in that field than most. As the commission 
engages in vast enterprises, many of which 
it 
operates 
by 
contract with industrial 
firms, it is sound to have m em bers of it 
with substantial industrial experience. 
It appears, as one delves into this prob­ 
lem from the outside—and one is always 
far on the outside because of the secret na­ 
ture of this commission’s work—that many 
of the scientists are emotionally disturbed 
bv the atom bomb. Those who were closest 
to its discovery are perhaps most horrified 
by the consequences of their 
research. 
Now' that the Russians have the bomb, due 
entirely to betrayal of our secret by British 
scientists, there seems to be a f e e I i n g 
among these American scientists that the 
humanitarian purpose of their endeavor 
has failed. By that they mean that peace 
has not been attained by the threat of pos­ 
sessing the bomb. 
On the other hand, no matter what Rus­ 
sia does, and we know little enough about 
that, the more bombs that are stockpiled, 
the safer we are. For some time, t a l e s 
have been going the rounds that the fis­ 
sionable 
material 
becom es 
obsolescent, 
dies, and that therefore stockpiling 
is 
a 
waste of money. 
I have run this rumor down and am c e r­ 
tain that there is no foundation whatsoever 
to it. The carrier, made of metal, may de­ 
teriorate, but the essential elements 
are 
permanently fixed and can forever be used 
for peace as for war. F ro m that 
stand­ 
point. should peace ever come to us, we 
shall be able to take the plutonium out of 
the bombs or wherever it mav be stored, 
and we shall be able to use it for power or 
we

Bazaar 
Is Planned 


The beauty, usefulness and vari 
tty of Ohio’s trees was the subject 
* o f a talk given by Mrs. Donald ll 
v Watt 
at 
Wednesday 
evening'! 
meeting of Circleville Garden Club, 
held in the home of Mrs. C l i t 
Hornbeck of Pinckney street. 
Mrs. Watt said, 
"Poet* of all 
ages, from the Psalmists to Joyce 
Kilmer have sung the praises of a 
living tree. Even before Columbus 
discovered the West Indies, riches 
from American forests were being 
harvested by white men T h e s e 
.jawere the daring Viking traders. 
"The first cargoes carried from 
America after Columbus’ discovery 
wert sassafras bark and c e d a r 
logs. 
It is not certain where the first 
sawmill was erected iii New eng­ 
land, many towns claim the honor, 
but the first sawmill dates back to 
around 1823. The first gang saw­ 
mill on this continent was built in 


a ’850 
"Colonists were amazed by the 
variety, for in this country, more 
than 1000 species are found 
Ohio 
alone has 128. Every forest region 
h is several species unknown to the 
others. 
"The forest provided American 
settlers with wood for s h e l t e r , 
transportation, and fuel. It also pro­ 
vided edible nuts, 
greens, 
fruits 
and berries; sugar and syrup. It 
fu rnished medicines and dyes; ink 
and bark to tan leather. 'Frankin­ 
cense' was spruce and pine gum 
'Kinnikinnik' was wilderness tobac­ 
co. In both Ohio and Idaho towns 
have been named for it. 
"In our land 
there 
are 
seven 
great 
bands 
running 
north 
and 
south in which the vegetation 
is 
different, being governed 
by the 
climate. Therefore a different va­ 
riety of forest trees can be found 
**.n each region or band. 
"At the present time there are 
about four acres of land for every 
man, woman and child in the Unit­ 
ed States. It 
is 
estimated 
that 
there are approximately 822,000,000 
acres of virgin forest in the coun­ 
try." 
Mrs. 
Watt 
continued, 
asking, 
"What is to become of our 
for­ 
ests? Unless the three enemies, 
f ir e , insects, and disease, are con­ 
trolled, we may find ourselves in 
dire need of the numberless prod­ 
ucts obtained from our trees such 
as plastics, paper, clothing, blan­ 
kets, lumber—the list is endless. 
"It is up to us to care for the 
trees we have, to plant more trees 
to replace those destroyed, and to 
use wisely all 
products 
obtained 
from our great forest regions,” the 
speaker concluded.

Biauser said that after the check­ 
up, farriers can connect brooders 
to see if they heat and if thermo­ 
stats are working. Lights also can 
be checked at this time.
